Two or three 
cases were several years old, extend­ 
ing back to the time 
when 
Elmer 
Bassett and Charles Hack of Shel­ 
byville were prosecuting attorneys. 
Some of the eases were dismissed 
?>eoause the statute of limitations 
bad expired and had made it neces­ 
sary for dismissal. 
There is no time 
limit as long as the warrant is never 
served, but when the defendant i- 
< nee arrested, the ease must bt* tried 
inside of three terms, unless continu­ 
ed on a motion of the defendant, or 
it is barred by the statute of limita­ 
tions. 
In some instances in which charges 
were dismissed today, the prosecut­ 
ing attorney says, deaths have oc­ 
curred to spoil the chances of the 
State, the prosecuting 
witness 
or 
"ome of the material witnesses hav­ 
ing been called.by death.

should rc-t on York, the engineer. 
In addition to tile fact that 
the 
wreck occurred on a local road ad­ 
ditional interest here is attached to 
the result of inquiry because York is 
a brother of Mrs. I’. G. Beaver and is 
known here.

Whitelaw Reid at noon today. 
As 
your ambassador in this country his 
lo. s will !>e sincerely deplored, while 
personally I shall mourn for an old 
friend of many years’ standing for 
whom I I ad the greatest regard and 
respect. The queen and I sympathize 
most warmly with Mrs. Whitelaw Reid 
in bf r heavy sorrow.” 
Mr. Taft stilt this response: 
"Your 
majesty’s sad news of the death of 
Mr. Whitelaw Reid has just reached 
me. Mr. Reid’s d< ath is a loss to both 
countries, for his services as ambassa­ 
dor were exceptional in the closer 
friendship that he secured between 
them through b’s own personality. His 
intimate knowledge of both countries, 
his profound respect and love for Eng­ 
land entirely con istent with the high­ 
est loyalty on his part to this count, 
gave him peculiar influence for good 
in his gr* at station. I sincerely thank 
your majesty for your message and 
your expressions of sympathy and re- 
specC* 
The president sent a personal mes 
sage to Mrs. Reid extending the sym­ 
pathy of himself and Mrs. Taft, and 
praising the services of Mr. Reid. The 
message dusts: 
“We hope that the 
thought ^f the great name he leaves 
will in time mitigate your grief.”

New York, Dec. 16.—Unless the re­ 
tail dealers of New York city low'er 
the price of eggs and keep it dow'n to 
a r.ormal figure, the housewives of tho 
five boroughs will, at the end of three 
days, go out in the streets with carts 
and wagons and undersell them. This 
announcement was made by Mrs. Ju­ 
lian Heath, national president of the 
Housewives’ League, which numbers 
500.000 women at least in the United 
States and nearly 100,000 in this city 
alone. 
If this plan fails to break the egg 
market and to keep it in that condi­ 
tion, the dealers will have to fight the 
parcels post, which goes into operation 
Jan. I. 
For, if cold storage eggs are 
still selling above 26 or 27 cents a 
dozen at the end of this month, the 
Housewives’ league will then estab­ 
lish relations with out-of-town deal­ 
ers who have already made overtures 
to the Housewives’ League through 
Mrs. Heath, and, acting as a sort rf 
clearing'house, will furnish consum­ 
ers and independent dealers with each 
other’s names, so that they may do 
business with each other.

tically ever since his return 
From 
America in October, died shortly a p e r 
noon Sunday at Dorchester Hoise. 
The physicians gave the cause of death 
as exhaustion following an asthmatic 
paroxysm. 
Mr. Reid was unconscious 
since the night before. 
Mrs. Reid, his 
daughter, Mrs. John Hubert Ward, and 
four physicians were af the bedside 
when the end came. 
Mrs. Reid per­ 
sisted in her hopes for the recovery 
of her husband till the very end. when 
realizing that he was dead, her ex 
treme grief brought on hysteria and 
she required the attendance of doctors 
till late.in the evening. 
Immediately after the death of Mr. 
Reid the flag on the embassy building 
was placed at half mast and telegrams 
announcing the sad event were sent to 
the king and queen, Prem ier Asquith, 
Sir Edward Grey, the foreign secre­ 
tary, and others. A wireless was sent 
to Ogden Mills Reid, the dead ambas­ 
sador's son. who with his wife sailed 
from New’ York on Saturday. 
Within half an hour of sending the 
telegram to the king and queen. Sir 


tienry l^eetre. the king's emierrv cali­ 
co uuu ie»i uieir majesties 
condo­ 
lences. Through Hon. John H. Ward, 
Queen Alexandra sent her condolences 
to the family. 
Princess Victoria sent 
her condolences to Mrs. Ward. 
Xo ar­ 
rangements have as yet been made for 
the funeral, but Mrs. Reid is anxious 
that the body be sent to America as 
soon aa possible, this week if It can 
be done. 
Mr. Reid's decline really dates from 
over-exertion 
during 
the 
strenuous 
time he spent in entertaining the Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught and Prin­ 
cess Patricia in New York last winter. 
Although he was naturally delicate, 
his previous excellent care of himself 
enabled him to recover from his fre­ 
quent illnesses, but his age and lack 
of vitality 
prevented 
recuperating 
from the exertions of his trip to the 
United States last February, and a 
visit to Harrowgate failed to accom­ 
plish the desired results. 
A recent 
trip to Albany completed the under­ 
mining of his system. Since his return 
to England in October the only public 
engagement he kept w’as to deliver a 
lecture in Wales en Thomas Jefferson. 
He came from his country estate at 
W rest Park on Dec. 2, and the next 
(lay he was confined to his room by 
the illness which proved fatal. 
Mr. 
Reid maintained his courage through­ 
out and insisted on doing his work at 
the embassy almost to the end. 
On 
Friday afternoon he insisted on sign­ 
ing a hatch of dispatches to the state 
department, and it was only on Sat­ 
urday that he consented to relinquish 
charge of the embassy. 


Whitelaw Reid had been the Amer­ 
ican ambassador to the Court of St. 
James since the outset of President 
Roosevelt’s second administration in 
1905. 
Previously he had become em ­ 
inent as a journalist and a scholar and 
many honors had fallen to him in the 
course of a long and busy life. 
He was born near Xenia. O., on Oct. 
27. 1827. 
His parents were poor, and 
a kinsman undertook to fit the future 
editor and ambassador for college. In 
1856 Whitelaw’ Reid was graduated 
with honors from Miami university. 
He became principal of the graded 
schools in South Charleston, O.. and 
saved enough to buy the Xenia News. 
He advocated the nomination of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln in 1860, and was a pow­ 
erful spokesman in Mr. Lincoln’s cam­ 
paign. 
Mr. Reid later became city editor of 
the Gazette of Cincinnati and during 
the civil w ar acted as war corresj»ond 
cut for the Gazette, later becoming the 
correspondent of the Gazette at W ash­ 
ington. 
His rej»ort of the proceedings 
of the impeachment of President John­ 
son attracted the attention of Horace 
Greeley. who persuaded Mr. Reid to 
accept a place on the staff of the New 
York Tribune. 
His post was leading 
editorial w riter with a salary next to 
Mr. Greeley's. 
In 1872 Mr. Reid was 
made editor-in-chief of the Tribune. 
After Greeley’s retirem ent Mr. Reid 
borrowed enough money to buy propri­ 
e ta ry control of the paper. 
In 1881 he married the daughter of 
D. Ogden Mills, a Californian of great 
w’ealth. 
The results of the marriage 
were two children, Ogden Mills Reid, 
who recently succeeded his father in 
the active control of the Tribune, and 
i Jean Reid, who married the Hon. John 
< Hilbert Ward of london. 
in March, 1889, he became minister 
to France, returning to this country in 
1S92. when be was nominated for vice 
president by the Republican party, but 
suffered defeat along with General 
Benjamin Harrison.

•ed on a motion of the defendant, or 
it is barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. 


In some instances in which charges 


•were dismissed today, the prosecut- 
ing attorney says, deaths have oc- 
curred to spoil the chances of the 
State, the prosecuting witness or

ing been called, by death. In other 
instances the defendants are still in 
hiding and can not be found.

personally I shall mourn for an old 
friend of many years' standing for 
whom I hart the greatest regard and 
respect. The queen and I sympathize 
most warmly with Mrs. Whitelaw Reid 
In her heavy sorrow." 


Mr. Taft sent this response: 
"Your 


majesty's sad news of the death of 
Mr. Whitelaw Reid has just readied 
me. Mr. Reid's death is a loss to both 
countries, for his services as ambassa- 
dor were exceptional in the closer 
friendship that he secured between 
them through his own personality. His 
intimate knowledge of both countries, 
his profound respect and love for Eng- 
land entirely consistent with the high- 
est loyalty on his part to this country 
gave him peculiar influence for good 
in his great station. I sincerely thank 
your majesty for your message and 
your expressions of sympathy and re- 
spect." 


The president sent a personal mes- 


sage to Mrs. Reid extending the sym- 
pathy of himself and Mrs. Taft. and 
praising the services of Mr. Reid. The 
message closes: "We hope that the 
thought of the great name he leaves 
will in time mitigate your grief."

Ever Since His Return From America 


In October Mr. Reid Had Been In 
Bed Practically All the Time, and 
Since the First of the Month, When 
Ha Kept a Speaking Engagement, 
His Condition Had Been Dangerous. 


London, Dec. 16.—The American 


ambassador, Whltelaw Reid, who has 
been ill from asthma for several 
months and who has been in bed prac- 
tically ever since his return from 
America in October, died shortly after 
noon Sunday at Dorchester Horse. 
The physicians gave the cause of death 
as exhaustion following an asthmatic 
paroxysm. Mr. Reid was unconscious 
since the night before. Mrs. Reid, his 
daughter, Mrs. John Hubert Ward, and 
four physicians were at the bedside 
when the end came. Mrs. Reid per- 
sisted in her hopes for the recovery 
of her husband till the very end, when 
realizing that he was dead, her ex- 
treme grief brought on hysteria and 
she required the attendance of doctors 
till late.in the evening. 


Immediately after the death of Mr. 


Reid the flag on the embassy building 
was placed at half mast and telegrams 
announcing the sad event were sent to 
the king and queen, Premier Asquith, 
Sir Edward Grey, the foreign secre- 
tary, and others. A wireless was sent 
to Ogden Mills Reid, the dead ambas- 
sador's son, who with his wife sailed 
from New York on Saturday. 


Within half an hour of sending the 


telegram to the king and Queen. Sir 


Whitelaw Reid had been the Amer- 


ican ambassador to the Court of St. 
James since the outset of President 
Roosevelt's second administration in 
11905. Previously he had become em- 
inent as a journalist and a scholar and 
many honors had fallen to him in the 
course of a long and busy life. 


He was born near Xenia, O., on Oct. 


27, 1837. His parents were poor, and 
a kinsman undertook to fit the future 
editor and ambassador for college. In 
1856 
Whitelaw Reid was graduated 


with honors from Miami university. 
He became principal of the graded 
schools in South Charleston, O., and 
saved enough to buy the Xenia News. 
He advocated the nomination of Abra- 
ham Lincoln in 1860, and was a pow- 
erful spokesman in Mr. Lincoln's cam- 
paign. 


Mr. Reid later became city editor of 


the Gazette of Cincinnati and during 
the civil war acted as war correspond- 
ent for the Gazette, later becoming tlie 
correspondent of the Gazette at Wash- 


; ington. His report of the proceedings 
of the impeachment of President John- 
sou attracted the attention of Horace 
Greeley. who persuaded Mr. Reid to 
accept a place on the staff of the New 
York Tribune. His post was leading 
editorial writer with a salary next to 
Mr. Greeley's. In 1872 Mr. Reid was 
made editor-in-chief of the Tribune. 
After Greeley's retirement Mr. Reid 
borrowed enough money to buy propri- 
etary control of the paper. 


In 1881 he married the daughter of 


D. Ogden Mills, a Californian of great 
wealth. The results of the marriage 
were two children, Ogden Mills Reid, 
who recently succeeded his father in 
the active control of the Tribune, and 
.Tean Reid, who married the Hon. John 
Hubert Ward of London. 


In March, 1S89, he became minister 


to France, returning to this country In 
1892. 
when he was nominated for vice 


president by the Republican party, but 
suffered defeat along with General 
Benjamin Harrison.
